Tetela es uno de los distritos en que se divide politica- 
mente el Estado de Puebta; la poblacién est4 al norte del 
Estado en lo que se llama Sierra Norte de Puebla; su nom- 
bre Tetela del Oro proviene del metal que dan sus minerales; 
y Ocampo se le agregé en memoria del martir de la Reforma, 
don Melchor Ocampo, uno de los grandes hombres de México, 
sacrificado a traicién en su hacienda de Pomoca, en el Esta- 
do de Michoac4n. 

No sé de otra moneda acufiada por Madero en Puebla aparte 
de la de Tetela y de las llamadas de la Sierra Norte de 
pueba.e 

La moneda de Texcoco que estA en poder del Dr. Argielles 
es del valor un centa¥o, como de 15 milfmetros de didmetro 
y dos a tres milfmetros de espesor, y de terracota (barro) 
de color de rosa o rojo pAlido. 

Los resellos de las monedas de Chihuahua a que usted se 
refiere fueron probablemente ordenados por el Gobierno Es—- 
pafiol; no sé la exacta significacién que tienen; hago inves- 
tigaciones acerca del particular cuyo resultado, si es pre- 
ciso, daré a usted con todo gusto. En la época de nuestra 
independencia era una coStumbre muy generalizada resellar 
toda la moneda, de tal modo que las piezas de entonces pre=- 
sentan resellos sumamente variados cuya significacién no 
siempre se sabe. Hay resellos de Morelos y de muchos insur=- 
gsentese.
